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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 28-42 and 71-81 drawn to a 28 an ultrasonic imaging system and 
method for producing a three dimensional image of a tissue or fluid inside 
a body, classified in class 600, subclass 437. 

II. Claims 43-58, 82-84, 86 and 88 drawn to an ultrasonic imaging system 
and method for producing a three dimensional image of a tissue or fluid 
inside a body, comprising: a beamformer, classified in class 600, subclass 
447. 

III. Claims 89-93, 95-102, drawn to a method of producing a three- 
dimensional ultrasonic image of a tissue or fluid in the body, comprising: 
ultrasonic echoes containing both fundamental and harmonic frequency 
components, classified in class 600, subclass 443. 

IV. Claims 103-107, drawn to a method and an ultrasound apparatus adapted 
for generating a three dimensional reconstruction of a subject during an 
imaging session, said subject being free of added ultrasound contrast 
agent throughout the entire imaging session, containing Doppler 
information signals, classified in class 600, subclass 453. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II III and IV are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
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designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions are not capable of use together and they have different 
design modes of operation, and effects. Form example: Group I is a ultrasonic imaging 
system and method for producing a three dimensional image of a tissue or fluid inside a 
body, Group II is an ultrasonic imaging system and method for producing a three 
dimensional image of a tissue or fluid inside a body, comprising: a beamformer, Group 
III is a method of producing a three-dimensional ultrasonic image of a tissue or fluid in 
the body, comprising: ultrasonic echoes containing both fundamental and harmonic 
frequency components, and Group IV is a method and an ultrasound apparatus adapted 
for generating a three dimensional reconstruction of a subject during an imaging 
session, said subject being free of added ultrasound contrast agent throughout the 
entire imaging session, containing Doppler information signals. 

Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these 
inventions listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and there would be a serious search and examination burden if restriction were not 
required because one or more of the following reasons apply: 

(a) the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 

different classification;
